THE HANGING OF JESSE W. HANKS. 


Distressing Sulcida Near Argenta on 


Sunday Morning. 


The startling news reached Decatnr o 


Sunday at noon that Jesse W. Hanks ha> 
committed suicide that morning, by hang 
ing himself in his stable on his farm i 
Friends Creek township, near Argenta 
Later information only served to confirm 
the report.

It was learned at the inquest held o: 


Sunday forenoon that Mr. Hanks and hi 
wife did not livo happily together, an 
that they had quarreled frequently abou 
domestic affairs. On Saturday last th 
couple indn'gjd in another quarrel, whei 
Mr. Hanks assaulted his wife with a bill; 
with which he struck her behind therigh 
ear, making a scar and causing the blooi 
to How. He had n razor, and as he hai 
threatened to send her to her long honii 
it was believed that he intended to ki! 
her; but in this pui-pose he was frnstratei 
The family gathered about the breakfas 
table on Sunday morning, and Mr. Hank 
ate heartily. He told his sons that the) 
needn't watch him any more, that h 
didn't intend to do himself or any on> 
else any harm. After leaving the tabl 
ho told one of his sons to go and feed the 
hogs and he would go to the old stable an< 
salt the horses. He took a cup iilled witl 
salt and started alone toward the stable 
On the way he was observed to stoop am 
pick up a rope halter with a ring tied tc 
one end of it. This he put into hi 
pocket as he walked along.

The farmer had deliberately hung him 
self. He had used the rope-halter, whicl

By slipping one end throngl 
the ring, he formed a noose, and then tiei 
it to the cross-pole above a stall. Climb 
ing up one side of the stall, he had slip 
ped the nooso about his neck, and then 
loosened his hold on the stall and strau 
gled to death in a few minutes. Had hi 
repented of the act before death ensued

Adams, Wm. Armstrong, Joseph D. Mc- 
Kirahan, Wm. Griflin and Thomas H. 
jombs, on oath do fmd that the deceased 
came to his death by hanging, done with 
suicidal intent, at his own stable, on his 
own farm, iu the town and county afore- 
said, on the morning of the 24th day of 
September, A. D. 1882.

Iren, four boys and one girl—the fruit of 
iis first marriage. The maiden name of his 
first wife was Miss Campbell, whom he 
married when he was 18 years of age—32 
•ears ago. Miss Nye was the name of 
iis second wife. 


The family and friends of the deceased 


.re terribly shocked by the dreadful act 
if the man who had such a large acquain- 
>anee in this county, where he has resided 
ince his birth. His wife is inconsol- 
able. It is stated that she wanted to re- 
ura to her home several days ago, and 
hat Mr. Hankj) in replying had stated 
hat he would take her to her long home. 
STo doubt Mr. Hanks had contemplated 
uicide for several days. On Saturday he 
Called his youngest son to his side and 
told him to be a good boy, and do the 
jest he could for himself in this life, for 
le would never live to raise him. 


OBITDABT. 


Jesse W. Hanks was born in Deeatur, 
11., March 24,1832, and ha* lived in this 
ounty ever since, and at his late home 
hirteen years. On March 7,1850, he was 
.nited in marriage to Martha Campbell, 
who died Sept 24,1880, and by whom he 
lad six children, five of whom (David, 
George W., John W., Cyrus E., and Hul- 
ah) are living. The first three are mar- 
ried, and all live near Argenta with the 
xoeptaon of the oldest HOD, who at pres-

WILL STAY IN JAIL. 


The People Through Mr. Johns and Sheriff 


Poster Continue to Hold Madame 


Davis in Custody. 


From Saturday'* £>ml|/. 


The following is the gist of the report 


of the Supreme Court at Ottawa, yester- 
day, in relation to the prayer of Madame 
Davis for a discharge from the custody of 
Sheriff Foster under a writ of habeas 
corpus: 


13. People's Docket. Elizabeth A. Davis' 


petition for discharge from the Macon 
county jail, under habeas corpus; petition 
denied by a majority of the court; opin- 
ion to be filed thereafter. The court said 
that they saw no grounds to discharge 
the prisoner, and she was ordered to be 
returned to prison. 


Sheriff Foster has been notified by 


telegraph that he shall retain custody of 
his prisoner, the information reaching 
Decatur last evening. 


State's Attorney Johns and Sherifl'FoB- 


ter, who are in full harmony iu the 
enforcement of the law for the puuish- 
ishmetit of convicted parties, and work 
together continually in their efforts to 
wipe out of existence places of evil and 
in snppressig crime, made a strong fight 
before the Supreme Court on Tuesday 
last, and they have come out victorious. 
The counsel for Mrs. Davis were I. A. 
Buckingham and David Hutchison.— 
They did their best to convince the court 
that the prisoner had no property and 
should be released. The fines and costs 
assessed against Madame Davis by Judge 
Smith on conviction Cor keeping a house 
of ill-fame, for selling liquor without 
license, and for keeping a nuisance at 
"Idlewild," aggregate about §2,300. 


Iu the sworn answer of Sheriff Foster 


to the declarations of the prisoner's coun- 
sel, which paper was carefully drawn up 
by State's Attorney Johns, it was stated: 
First, the judgment against Mrs Davis 
was made in a court of competent juris- 
diction; second, that the defendant at the 
time oi her arrest had property which 
she had fraudulently, disposed of, (alluding 
doubtless to the 82,000 or 83,000 which 
she is charged with handing over to Har- 
ry Holmes); third, that there is now a 
bill in chancery pending in the Macon 
eon_couuty circuit court in which she is 
interested, and, fourth, that the question 
of her discharge from custody hns once 
been decided against her in the circuit 
court. 


GOOD WORK. 


Through the efforts of the sheriff and 


state's attorney, assisted by the court and 
jury, the infamous practices of Madame 
Davis have been broken up, and her no- 
torious 
place has been closed and 


placed under the control of the law, just 
the same as Weber's old beer garden re- 
sort, which was also declared a nuisance 
and wiped out. Since these two evil 
places have been closed up, deeds of vio- 
lence, robbery and kindred crimes are sel- 
dom heard of in that region. Let the 
good work go on, Mr. Johns and Mr. Fos- 
ter. "Hold the fort!" Judge Smith, the 
Supreme Court and the PEOPLE are 
with you. The prisoner is commonly 
recognized as one of the most notorious 
violators of the law in her line in this sec- 
tion of the state. Her name is known all 
over the county, and city and country 
people want her punished, not in the sense 
of persecution, but to make her smart for 
the evil she has done and make an ex- 
ample of her. When she pays her fine 
and costs she will be discharged. 


Complete tne State House. 


Our people will have an opportunity at 


the November election of voting for or 
against an appropriation to complete the 
state house at Springfield. No one who 
has visited the building and viewed it 
but feels that it ought to be finished 
without delay. 
Some have wondered 


why the work is retarded. Money is 
needed, and the people will vote for tho 
appropriation. 
The Alton Telegraph 


thus speaks out on the question: "There 
should be no diversity of opinion on this 
matter. The building must bo comple- 
ted some time, and the longer the work 
is delayed the more it will cost. In its 
present unfinished condition it is a dis- 
grace to the state. Illinois is rich and 
prosperous. 
She is out of debt, and 


would never miss the half million dollars 
required to complete this edifice, and 
make it, architecturally, the handsomest 
public building in the West. 
There 


ought to be an overwhelming vote in fa- 
vor of an appropriation for this object."

TO MAYORS AND SHERIFFS. 


An Important Letter Issued by Governor 


Cullom. 


The following ia a copy of the circular 


etter which Governor Cullom hns sent to 
herifts and mayors in Illinois: 


Dear Sir:—I call your attention to the 


ollowing provisions of the statutes of 
his state respecting the power and duties 
if sherifts of counties and mayors of cities 
as conservators of the pence, viz: 


BHEBIFF. 


CHAPTEB 125, SEC. 17.—Each sberirT 


ihall be conservator of the peace in hie 
county, and shall keep the same, suppress 
note, routs, aflraya, fighting, breaches of 
.he peace, and prevent crime; and may 
irrest oflenders on view nnd cause them 
o be brought before proper magistrates 
or trial or examination: 


SEC. 18.—To keep the peace, prevent 


crime, or to execute any writ, xwarrnnt, 
process, order or decree he may cnll to his 
lid, when necessary, any jargon or the 
jower of the county. 


MATOIi. 


CHAPTER 24, SEC. 21.—He may exercise 


within the city limits the powers conferr- 
d upon the sheriffs to suppress disorder 
ind keep the pence. 


SEC. 2(5.—He shall have power, when 


necessary, to call on every male inhabi- 
niit of the city over the age of 18 years 
o aid in enforcing the laws and ordi- 
nances, and to call but the militia to aid 
n suppressing riote and other dirorderly 
jonduct, or carrying into ofTect any law 
ir ordinances, subject to the authority of 
he governor, as commander-in-chief ot 
he militia. 


The frequent recurrence, within a short 


ime past, of bold and startling crimes iu 
lillereut parts ot the state, forces upon 
me the conviction that our local authori- 
ses need to be more vigilant and more en- 
irgetic in the preservation of the peace,in 
he enforcement of tho law, and in the 
ipprehcnsion and punishment of crime. 


Governments are expensive, and the 


people, who bear the expense, have right 
o expect the protection of their lives nnd 
iroporty. Unless such protection in af- 
orded to the greatest extent possible, the 
ihief object of government is defeated. 


There are many vicious persons infeet- 


ng cur cities and towns who have elected 
;o live by crime. They nre constantly on 
the alert nnd ready to rob, murder, bur- 
glarize houses, or commit any other crime 
when opportunity ofl'ere. They should be 
.muted down and punished without mer- 
?y, and I most earnestly urge upon the 
local officers of the stole the importance 
of diligence in the discharge of their du- 
des, to the end that crime may be re- 
duced to the lowest possible limits in 111- 
nois.

Baltimore and Ohio Cable company, 
and the Central and South American 
cable. 
The government now has 


about 1,850 miles of telegraph line 
in operation throughout the teirito- 
ries, over which commercial and a 
general business is transacted for 
the benefit of tho general public.

The Nomination Announced as the 


Result of a Compromise.

The news of the nomination of S. 


S. Jack for Senator in this district 
was received last evening with a goqd 
deal of surprise by both Democrats 
and Republicans, as it was generally 
conceded that if the Senator was 
given to this county, Hon. B. K. 
Durfee would be chosen. 
But the 


convention viewed matters in a dif- 
ferent light. Mr. Durfee had made 
a record upon a question that is now 
receiving more than usual attention, 
and it is more than likely that Mr. 
Hoyt has very pronounced views up- 
on this same question that are not in 
accord with the Democratic State 
platform 
To nominate a man op- 


posed to the submission of the pro- 
posed 
constitutional 
amendment 


would lose the party hundreds of 
Democratic votes, and to nominate a 
candidate in favor of the amendment 
would be inconsistent with the views 
of the bosses of the party. The only 
way out of the difficulty was to nom 
inate a man who could straddle this 
troublesome question, and at once 
S. S. Jack was chosen by acclama- 
tion. It was known to the delegates 
from this county that Mr. Jack, as 
editor of the JKevieiv, had successful- 
ly straddled the proposition to sub- 
mit a prohibitory amendment, and 
of course this qualification far trans- 
cended every other consideration in 
selecting a suitable senatorial candi- 
date in this district. It is to be

Resolved, That if the existing demand 


for the submission of an amendment of 
the constitution of the State of Illinois 
prohibiting the manufacture and sale of 
intoxicating liquors shall continue until 
the meeting of the next General Assem- 
bly 'of this state, and shall then be of 
such proportions as to justify a doubt as 
to the result of a popular vote upon such 
an amendment, it submitted, or to induce 
the belief that it would be adopted, it 
would then be the duty of the General 
Assembly to submit such mi amendment 
to the people of this stare 


Besolrcd, That if the manufacture and 


sale of intoxicating liquors should be 
prohibited, it would 1)6 the duty of the 
state to make just compensation to indi- 
viduals whose property might thereby be 
destroyed or materially sacrificed, nnd 
the General Assemblj should provide 
proper means for so doing. 


The abo\e resolutions are some- 


what in conflict with the state plat- 
form. 
"\Yc call Mr. Jack's attention 


to this matter for the purpose of giv- 
ing him an opportunity of saying 
whether he viould \ole m the "Gen- 
eral Assembh to submit Mich an 
amendment to the people of this 
state," should such a state of things 
seem to exist as is marked out m the 
M.'icon county resolution, notwith- 
standing the state platform declares 
that in so casting his vote it would 
be "contrary to the fundamental prin- 
ciples of free government.'' Another 
important question bearing upon this 
subject, and one which directly in- 
terests tlv> tax-payers of this district, 
is the matter of "compensation, to in- 


dividuals whose 
property 
might 


thereby be destroyed or materially 
sacrificed.'' 
These are all questions 


of vital importance and we earnestly 
implore Mr. Jack 
to give them

excise man who gave tho license is 
not exempted.

By the sinking of 
tho steamboat Scioto, ou the Ohio 
river, by means of drunke-n officers, 
about 100 lives were lost. 
August 


1 -— As a freight train was passing 
through Walton, Ky., John Kechy 
came out of a saloon and tired two 
shots from a revolver at the conduct- 
or .and brakeman, killing John R. 
Carson. 
St. Joseph, Mo., Aug. 1-1-- 


A man named Lebet, a German, lie- 
came drunk and shot two men fatal- 
ly. 
Chicago, July JJ1- McXamnra, 


when drunk, kicked his wife to death. 
Baltimore, Md.—John Hurst when 
drunk took his boy, about b years 
old, raised him above his head, 
dashed him upon the Door violently, 
killing him. 


To particularize the whole will 


take too much space, but in addition 
to what are particularly mentioned, 
there are nineteen or twenty cases; 
nearly all are accompanied with 
death; total 127 deaths, three of 
which are murder in Chicago; live 
of these murders were wives killed 
by drunken husbands. 
And now, 


Mr. Palmer, was not the manufactur- 
ing of intoxicating liquor the prime 
moving cause of the death of these 
127 persons? 
If the liquor had not 


been made it certainly could not have 
been drunk; but it is well known 
that so long as it is made it will be 
used and drunk ab a beverage, and 
drunkenness and murder will bo tho 
result. 
But we are told it wont hurt 


you if you let it alone; but here we 
have the death of 127 human beings, 
a large portion of whom had not 
touched.

The Distillers and Their Besolu 
tions — A Bational and Plain In 
terpretation of Them— Puugen 
Talk to the Brewers. 


To Uic Editor of dliicauo Tribune. 


RivEitTON, SangamonCo., Sept. 18 


— Ever since the distillers met in 
Chicago in August last and gave ex 
pression on the subject now agitating 
the people they have been the objec' 
of vituperation and abuse by every 
trade paper, with few exceptions, in 
the United States. The editors of 
these papers consider themselves the 
sole and exclusive exponents of news 
on this subject 
The undersigned — 


the supposed author of the resolu- 
tions adopted by tho distillers — has 
bad more than his share of abuse, 
but as long as it was confined to a 
particular class of newspapers he 
paid no attention to it, but when the 
Trustees of the Beer, Wine, and 
Wholesale Liquor-Dealers' Associa- 
tion" travel out of their way to do a 
little mud-slinging of their own they 
deserve a passing notice. 
The reso"- 


lutions adopted by the distillers in 
Chicago had their origin in the 
Peorja and Pekin Distillers' Club, 
were 
discussed and unanimously 


adopted by that club, mid the writer 
was made the medium of putting 
them in shape and presenting them. 
It was at first proposed to adopt them 
only as the expression of the distil- 
ers of Illinois, but they met with 
such _ universal approval 'that they 
were 
unanimously adopted as' a 


whole. 


It is unnecessary to repeat the first 


resolution relating to an "orderly 
iiabbath," for the reason that nine- 
;enths of the whole population in- 
dorse them, and if the "Trustees" of 
;he above association do not indorse 
;hem they have not the courage to 
denounce them. 


The second resolution of the dis- 


illers reads as follows: 


Resolved, That the fuel that prohibi- 


ion docs not prohibit has been abimdaut- 
y proven; we are therefore in favor of a 
well-digested license law thnt ivill protect 
;he State as well us the licensee, and the 
irice placed nt such point «b will yield a 
urge revenue, reduce the number of 
drinking places, and elevate HUH business 
'ntone and character. 


Now come the ''Trustees" and de- 


clare as follows: 


We are in favor of a proper system of 
ensiuK nnd such a method of regulating 


he traffic Ihntite abuses nill be abuJished 
vhile the respectable trade is fnllj pro- 
ected. And in order to do that we' must 
:eep out uf our ranks those men who chs- 
•race our calling b\ the manner in wlneli 
liev follow it. 


Now what is the difference ill these 


esolations? Both acknowledge the 
xistence of the evil — tho distillers 
point out a way in which a remedy 
;an bo applied, tho ''trustees'' aro 
ilent on this point. One of tho 
leaviest wholesale dealers in liquor 
n Nebraska, who fought the high 
icense law in that state at every 
itage while in procesH of passing the 
egislature, told the writer the change 
'or the- better in Omaha was wonder - 
rul. They had but one saloon where 
hey had before the law was enacted 
hree; the saloons were kept orderly 
and quiet, so that a lady if she was 
nclined could step in and take her 
seer, and all were making money. 
le never desired a return do the old 
tato of affairs. 
The license in Ne- 


iraska is higher than the writer ever 
advocated, but n license fee high 
mongh to reduce the saloons and 
lose up the low dives and disreput- 
able places would in my opinion be 
lailed with joy by every respectable 
aloonkeeper in Chicago. 


The ''trustees" deplore the fact 


hat the distillers and wholesale li- 
[uor dealers take no interest in their 
.ssoeiation, and immediately arrive 
,t tho false conclusion that they were 
leeping tlio sleep of apathy. 
The 


"trustees" might as well be informed, 
f they do not know it, that thwo 
las not been a broweib' convention 
ield in the last live- years in which 
ho brewers have not made direct 
ivwtnres to the temperance element 
o strike hands and prohibit the mnn- 
ifuctnro and sale of spirits. In uverv 
onveution they have made spirit"" 
lia p.ilo horse for all the sins and 
Times committed. 
Spurned and 


ilted by tho temperance people, time 
iftor time, they are not abashed, but 
it the recurrence of every brewers' 
•onvention thoy couio up smiling and 
•enov,' their offer of marriage" Xo 
ove-sick swain was ever moro per- 
istent in his offers to his lady love 
nan are the brewers in their offer of 
marriage with the temperance peo- 
)le, and it has become a question 
vith the distillers 
and wholesale 


lealers which element is the more 
langerous, the fanaticism of the 
,emperance men or the intolerance 
}f the brewers. 


Last year the brewers held their 


nnuul convention in Chicago, and. 
as usual, at tho close of business had 


banquet, and, while the invitations 


vere showered profusely over the 
'ity, the president and secretary of 
he National Distillers' and "Whole- 
:ale Liquor Dealers' association, both 
residing in Chicago, were ignored. 


hile these gentlemen cared nothing 


'or it, the distillers in the northwest, 
vho have a high regard for their 
officers, looked upon tho slight as 
ntkntional, and as though the pres- 
mce of these officers might be a bar 
o the nuptials they are in hopes will 
yet be solemnized. 


In my opinion neither of the reso 


lutions would have elicited criticism 
if it had not been for the following 
one: 


Resolved, That we are opposed to ar 


raying onreelves as a body against either 
of the great political parties, but leavi 
each member full liberty tocn§t his ballo 
according to his best judgment, and in 
accordance with the dictates of his con 
science. 
This is the resolution that gave 


mortal offense. 
We have two trade 


papers in Chicago who got their cir- 
culation by professions of non-parti- 
sanship. 
Late in the summer both 


came out red-hot democratic sheets. 
The one was to lead the brewers anc 
saloon keepers into the fold; the oth- 
er the distillers and wholesale deal- 
ers. 
The above resolutions inter- 


fered somewhat with this arrange- 
ment and the mud batteries were 
opened. 


This brings me to the attitude of 


parties on the prohibition question, 
The "Trustees" cite as states where 
the prohibitory amendment is a law 
and the states in which it has bee 
and is threatening, Kansas, Iowa, 
Nebraska, Indiana, North Carolina, 
Arkansas and Missouri. 
This shows 


that it is not a political question. 
The republicans are responsible for 
it in Kansas and Iowa, while the 
democrats 
passed 
it 
in 
North 


Carolina, where it was voted down 
by the republicans. 
The amend- 


ment could have never passed in the 
legislature of Indiana but for the 
votes of six democrats in the senate 
and fourteen in the house. The 
Hon. G. H. Pendleton, democratic 
senator of Ohio, in sounding the 
keynote of the campaign a few days 
ago in that state, insisted that the 
liquor question was not at issue, but 
if it were, the democratic party 
would insist that the liquor traffic 
"must bear its proportion of a just 
taxation imposed by the state, and 
must be subject to such regulation 
on Sundays and on week days as a 
sound, wise, public opinion shall de- 
mand.'' This is democratic doctrine. 


Tho republican party has been in 


tho majority in the legislature of this 
tato for the last twenty years with 
one exception, and we have no pro- 
hibitory liquor law on the statute 
oook. 
Our license system and local 


option law is not any worse than that 
of Kentucky. I havo no quarrel with 
lie democratic party. 
Our iissocia- 


,ion is tolerant; they leave it to the 
udgment of each member to vote as 
le ploases, not calling his act in ques- 
:ion. 
Any other course than this in 


i state where the democratic party is 
landicappod by 
40,000 majority 


would have been madness and with- 
out a shadow of excuse. 


If this communication were not 


already of an unusual length I would 
analyze the table of "license" and 
'no-license1' furnished by the "Trust- 
ees," but will give a few specimen 
jrick: Carroll county (largely repnb- 
.ican), four license, one no-license; 
Whitesides (2,000 republican), eight 
icense, one no-license: Pike (heavily 
democratic), three licenso, thirteen 
no-license; Sangamon (democratic), 
;hree license, ten no-lieense. It shows 
that "license" or "no-license" is not 
confined to either party. 


In my opinion the Tribune, in its 


opposition to "prohibition'' and ad- 
vocacy of "better regulation," is do- 
ng more in one day in allaying the 
prohibition craze in this state than 
all the personal liberty shriekers in 
'.he country. 


In conclusion, I would say that I 


am getting lonsome in having the 
mud batteries playing on me con- 
stantly, and if it doesn't cease I shall 
publish the name of every Illinois 
jrewer who stands on the record in 
Washington as a self-confessed de- 
'aulter of the revenue. 
If I am half- 


vitted. as the "Trustees" assert, I 
till havo sense enough to do my own 
vriting, my own thinking, and my 
own voting.
